Menger took several photographs of the space crafts which made 
landings near the wooded section of his home. Fhe majority of the 
pictures, however, did not fair too well due to what Menger said was 
the "radiation field" surrounding the saucers. The saucer-llke crafts, 
by the way, were of the "Adamskl type scout ships". 

After Monger's contacts became more frequent, he ventures to say 
that the space brothers Invited him aboard their crafts and zoomed him 
off on voyages similar to George Adamskl.

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rhe Universe.Where did It come from? How did It begin? 

How big Is It? Is there an end to It somewhere In space? Phese, and 
other Interesting questions bring us to the point of discussing the 
possible theories of the formation of the Universe. 

Two of the main theories of the beginning of the universe are the 
"Fig Fang" theory and the "Steady State" theory. 

Phe gi,? Sang Pheorv . About 10 billion years ago, there was a 
tremendous ball of matter billions of miles In diameter which was In 
the form of energy. Due to the Intense heat within, the huge mass of 
matter Increased and suddenly exploded Into countless nieces which flew 


in all directions. 

rt'hen the cooling off of the 
gases In each o-^ these pieces 
ivlll be attracted again Into a 
dense ball. Phen another explo¬ 
sion will occur and the process 
will renew Itself. 

Phe Steady State Theory . 

In this theory. It Is believed 
that the universe never had a 
beginning and will have no end. 
Phe stars now In existence will 
some day burn out and new ones 
will take their nlaces formed 
from newly combined matter. Gas 
eous matter Is being accumalated 
In billions of tons from atoms 
of hydrogen. Hydrogen atoms 
are thrown out by stars and only 
appear In space, but they are 
not created. 

How about Solar Systsms and 
Planets? How did they come Into 
existence? 







There have been numerous theories proposed on these questions. 

About four good theories, however, have really stood out. Two of 
these theories which are considered to be the most logical are the 
Mebular Hypothesis and Dust Cloud theories. 

The Nebular Hypothesis Theory . A French astronomer of the 18th 
century claimed that the sun was at one time a nebula (mass of hot 
gasses;. It rotated at very high speeds and finally began to cool off. 

As the mass cooled down, It became smaller and began to spin faster and 
faster. Finally, a ball of gas broke off, and another followed In a 
continuous process. Fa.ch of these layers or balls of gas cooled down 
and formed what we now term as the "planets". 

The Dust Cloud Theory. This theory, also called the"Protoplanet 
Theory", explains that the gases which formed the sun slowly contracted. 
They separated Into different parts such as the "protostar" and the"pro- 
toplanets". 

The Planetslmal Theory . VJhen the sun was approaching another star, 
the gravitational attraction from the star pulled various parts away from 
the sun. These parts formed to become the "planets". 

The Tidal Wave Theory . Similar to the Planeteslmal Theory, when 
the sun neared a star, the force of attraction pulled away tides of mat¬ 
ter from the sun which swung Into space and formed the "planets". 

Now that some of these theories have been explained, try to Imag¬ 
ine the universe, If It had a beginning, before It was formed. Isn't 
It unbelievable to try to Imagine "nothingness"?

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On May 11, 1950 lii McMinnville, Township, Oregon, Mr. Paul Trent 
upon entering his farm after having a picnic noticed a unusual object 
traveling slowly In the sky over his farm.

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A gold, boomerang-shaped UFO was seen flying through the clear 
night sky of August, 1966, by Denise Tschann and Heather Stevenson, 
in the latter's front year in Oregon, Ohio, a suburb of Toledo. 

The object, seen through binoculars, had a domed-shaped construc¬ 
tion on the underside and a bright red light on one end. The object 
made no sound as It slowly moved toward the east. 

The object was In view for two min¬ 
utes before disappearing In the east. 
Shortly afterwords a number of Jets 
were seen heading In the direction It 
was last seen. They were traveling 
at a high rate of speed. 

Denise,who saw the object through 
her binoculars, stated that It was un¬ 
like anything she had even seen before 
In her life. She Is famllar with pla¬ 
nes, helicopters and satellites. 

Denise Is a sensible young girl 
and a very reliable person. Her ob¬ 
servation of an unknown object Is ver¬ 
ified by the presence of Jet planes In 
the area almost immediately after the 
object Is first seen. This Item has been noticed a great deal In the 
past few months. 

Research done by this author seems to Indicate that this Is the 
first documented case of a gold colored UFO. If this Is true than the 
objects have been seen In practically every known color In the spectrum. 
In the future months perhaps we can even expect to see a mod-colored UFO.

Delving back In history 
we find Innumerable accounts 
of explorers who have reached 
the T'lorth Pole by sled, by 
plane, by dirigible, and lastly 
by submarine. In 1Q2^ Amundson 
and Filsworth took off by plane

In the Hollow Earth theory It Is noted that the earth has a hole at 
the North and South Pole about 1400 miles In diameter. If this were so, 
any investigation of a map would show that this would take In the North¬ 
ern rim of Siberia, and Part of the Scandinavian Peninsula and part of 
Canada. Obviously these countries would know whether their northern 
borders dipped downward Into a hole. Admiral Byrd's flight took off 
from Spltzbergen In 1926 In a Fokker plane.* He started at 12:50 A.fl. 
and reached the Pole at 9^00 P.M., circled It several times, then re¬ 
turned to Spltzbergen at 4:30 A.M. or after about I 5 hours of flying, 
or 1,400 miles. Since It Is about 600 miles from Spltzbergen to the 
Pole, Byrd must have gone about 100 miles around or beyond the Pole be¬ 
fore turning back because of low gas supply. History does not relate 
anything unusual about his discoveries. 

Again In 1928 V.'lDklns flew from Pt. Eiarrow, Alaska over the North 
pole and, after 20 hours, reached Spltzbergen. He stated no new land 
areas were sighted.** 

In 1937 two non-stop flights from Moscow to the United States were 
made over the North Pole. The first commercial flights made over the 
Pole. Surely all of these flights would have noticed some peculiarity 
In the Earth at the Pole. 

Again In 1937 the Russian Ship Sedov reached within JOO miles of 
the ’^ole and was frozen In the Ice for months. They could not be frozen 
In a hole. The most recent demonstration of a normal North Pole was In 
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195° when the Nautilus sailed under the Pole making a sounding which 
showed about 1,500 between the bottom of the Sea and the under¬ 

side of the Ice shelf. Phe Nautilus sailed from Spltzbergen and made 
a straight line north arriving at Point Barrow In Alaska. 

Nov.' let us look at some of the known physical facts which are 
beyond doubt. The claim of the Hollow Barth proponents Is that a ship 
traveling thru the North Pole sails over an edge which Is 400 miles 
thick or curved, and the trip Is so gradual that you do not notice the 
change. Anyone can plainly see the stars at night and. If a ship dec- 
ended downward, the sky would be gradually blanked out therefore all 
eextant readings become Impossible to establish direction. Further¬ 
more, where the oceans of the exterior met those of the Interior, 
there would arise a terrific cavitation of forces. 

A plane flying over the "^ole at night would be able to see a huge 
light area emerge like dawn and the central sun, as Is presumed exists 
Inside the earth, would be seen as a stationary source. Since the In¬ 
side of the earth la supposed to be a warm climate, these warm air cur¬ 
rents wo\ald rise thru the opening and cause Ice to melt at the rim. 

•low can you Justify the action of rain to replenish the rivers and lakes 
Inside the earth even If we supposed centrifugal force of the earth's 

rotation were to keep them In 
their place? There would be no 
chance of evaporation, and riv¬ 
ers would pile up In one spot. 

V/hat happens to the grav¬ 
itational force which Is supp¬ 
osed to draw all things to the 
center of the earth? fhls for¬ 
ce evidently does not exist be¬ 
yond the 400 mile depth of the 
crust, so say the proponents, 
and how could a sun remain sta¬ 
tionary or spin at the center 
violating all physical laws? 

Kow could seismic waves of the 
Alaskan Barthquake travel thru 
the earth and be recorded In 
Russia? At the midway point on 
the 400 mile crust a ship would 
see a sun behind and one ahead. Bulte confusing. It would seem, yet no 
one has noted this duality. 

Now the orononents maintain that the Ice bergs at the North Pole 
are formed from the flow of fresh water from the Interior rivers which 
end In the ocean and freeze when they reach the cold exterior. Any 
high school student knows that Ice bergs are formed over eons of time 
by the constant compacting of snowfall which the Polar A'lnds precipi¬ 
tate over the Pole. Then when the weight of snow becomes enormous, 
the snow turns to a crystallized Ice called Neve. When this Ice shelf 
creeps toward the warm Atlantic currents, the underside Is melted and 
huge chunks break off because of the weight above. fhese chunks drift 
into the oceans and are called Ice bergs. The physical facts, I believe 
outweigh the fantastic. 

One of the most Important theories advanced by the Hollow Earth 
proponents Is that the flying saucers seen In our stmosphere originate 
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Inside the earth and come out at the poles to see what the earthbelngs 
are doing with atomic power that might jeopardize the planet. 

After 39 years since Admiral Byrd flew beyond the Pole, It would 
seem a great stretch of anyone's Intelligence to believe that a country 
or Individuals could keep this secret. It is normal human nature to 
Investigate further any discovery as earth-shaking as this regardless 
of national barriers. This fantastic tale originated only recently by 
authors of books for entertaining reading. 

We have enough proof of extraterrestrial space ships and their 
origin to negate any reference to them being earth centered, even 
though many have been sighted going Into or out of the Polar Seas. 

These space ships can navigate under water or In the air, and their 
need for earth exploration and demand for water makes this a natural 
consequence. 

As a last rebuttal, the writer examined several books written by 
authors of the Hollow Earth and has concluded that their motives are 
suspect In drawing attention away from the truth that Is being expoun¬ 
ded by the forces of Light for the spiritual evolution of mankind. 

This Includes the flying saucer phenomena which Is, In part, a spiritual 
manifestation repeating the visitations given to mankind as recorded In 
Biblical times.
